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The War of 1812, between the United States and Britain, lasted 
from June, 1812 until the Battle of New Orleans, 8 Jan., 1815. 
Most of the war in the South actually took place between local 
troops in State Militias and several Indian nations allied with 
the British. 1 have found no records which show any Turnage 
actually participated in any particular battle. However, many 
served in the State Militia during the war.

8 regiment was consolidated with 
the 27th, 29th, 30th and 34th Regiments Mississippi Infantry, 


and formed a new regiment which was designated the 24th 
Regiment Mississippi Infantry.

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OLD VETERAN'S REUNION 

The following article was published in the 
Prentiss Headlight, Prentiss Mississippi, in 
September 1912 Nancy Thompson Breland 
(Mrs Nancy Breland), who kindly provided a 
copy to TFN, reported thut the original 
newspaper clipping has been in her mother’s 
Bible since that time. 


Veterans of the Sixties Have Grand 
Reunion at Home of Preston Turnage 
August 23, 1912 is a day that will long be 

remembered by the Veterans and a host of 
the friends of Mr. Preston Turnage, for as the 
sun rose on that morning this old soldier, 
filled with joy at the thought of getting ما‎ 
see and be with his comrades, was busy pre- 
paring good things for their pleasure. 

And as day came on the Velcrans came, 
too. Some with steady, others with canes 
feeble and care-word(sic) by battles fought 
since then, each head showing the frost of 
many winters. 

Despile these things, they talked together 
in great glee until the twelfth hour, at which 
time a fine dinner, consisting of many 6 
things, was served by Misses Jennie Hall and 
Bellic Holloway, acting maids of honor on this 
joyful occasion. 

After every one had dined to his heart's 
content, a photograph of the Veterans al 
dinner was made. 

Music for the occasion was furnished by 
the string band of Prentiss and a very strik- 
ing feature of the occasion was the war 
whoop, at the close of the tune "Dixie". The 
same voices that yelled at the enemy fifty or 


` more years ago, ‘yelled again to the delight of 


their friends. And after these grund things, 
the occasion was made more interesting by 
some of the number, with Captain Clough of 
Prentiss master of ceremonies. Comrade Nat 
Dale, also of Prentiss, was introduced, and 
being a natural speaker, and enthused with 
the mecting, made a grand talk, first mention- 
ing the old soldiers’ struggle back in the six- 
ties, then he strongly appealed to the young 
generation to improve their ways and do more 
for Christ, and lastly in behalf of the U.D.C.
